Becoming involved with the 
ICS in the 70s was all about the drag. It 
was about the ceremony and the titles, 
the crowns and the glamour. That was 
true not only in Edmonton, but also 
everywhere. In the 80s, this all changed. 
With the onset of AIDS, organizations 
needed money to research treatments, 
care for the- afflicted, and educate 
everyone about safer sex. It was perhaps 
a natural leap for the Queens of the Court 
to evolve from simply putting on shows 
to raising money through those shows. 

Through the 80s and into the 
90s, Ron remained a staple in the Court. 
Before 2000, he only ran for Emperor 
once, a task he undertook at the request of 
a dear friend, Mary Mess. Although he 
lost that title to the person who was 
eventually to reign by his side, Ron 
remained aconstant of the Wild Rose. He 
supported it with his knowledge, his ideas, 
his experiences with many other 
community groups, all the personal 
resources he could muster to donate to an 
organization he truly believes in. Through 
those years, as friends stepped up, stepped 
down, moved on, moved back, 

Ron MCed at every Ball, earning his title 
as Master of Ceremonies Ultima. 

When Mr. Veraasked Ron three 
years ago to run as her Emperor, Ron 
agreed for many reasons. Ron has seen 
Mr. Vera evolve from a skinny boy just 
coming out to the clubs in the 70s into a 
strong and vibrant Queen that he is 
honored and privileged to reign beside. 
Also, the proposed year for their 
campaign 
marked two 
important 
milestones. This 
year, being the 
Jubilee of the 
Court, is truly a 
cause to 
celebrate. The 
ISCWR is the 
single longest 
Operating gay 
organization in 
the Prairies, and

in. Also, this year marks a personal 
milestone for Ron. Involved since day 
one, this will be the 25th Edmonton ball 


that Ron has MCed at. In spite of it being 
his own step-down, rest assured he will 
find someway to fulfill all his duties as 
Emperor while still 
capturing an 
anniversary that means 
so much to him. 

If you ever sit 
down with Ron and talk 
about the Court, you 
can’t help but be swept 
up by the passion he 
feels for it. In twenty- 
five years, the most 
memorable experience 
for him was his 
crowning, 2:30 in 
morning, surrounded by 
people he cared about 
and respected, who 
respected and cared 
about him inreturn.

Through 
The Haze: 
Banning 
Smoking!

For the last few months City 
Council has been looking at 
the question of smoking. I 
have been surprised at the 
amount of comments and 
feedback that this issue has 
generated. Part ofmy surprise 
comes because I know that 
most people realize that 
smoking is unhealthy and 
most understand that second 
hand smoke is unhealthy for 
those who inhale it. 


We all know the facts: 

Secondhand smoke is a 
known carcinogen and a 
recognized workplace hazard. 
Secondhand smoke has been 
linked to heart disease, 


various cancers, and 
numerous respiratory 
diseases. 


Tobacco smoke is the most 
harmful and widespread 
contaminant of indoor air and 
Canadians spend about 90% 
of their time indoors. 


And we all know the excuses 
“T am too old to quit” 
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“It is too late to quit; the 
damage is already done. 
“If I quit, ll gain weight! 


But hear from Edmontonians 
we did! Over 9000 e-mails, 
letters, and phone calls were 
made to City Council. 
Interestingly about 75% 
supported banning smoking. 
From Ward 4 alone I heard 
from about 1500 people and 
over 1100 wanted to ban 
smoking. I chaired a public 
hearing on smoking and 77 
persons spoke to us (for the 
2001 proposed $1 billion 
budget only 15 citizens 
attended the public 
hearing!). At times, those 
who were opposed were 
quite vociferous, angry and, 
on a couple of occasions, 
vicious. Many opposed 
argued that such measures 
would limit or prohibit their 
individual rights. I found 
that my understanding of 
individual rights is very 
different and that Council’s 
direction would not prohibit 
a person from smoking but 
would ban smoking in a few 
locations. 


Although final 
reading is days away 
the results will likely 
be that smoking will 
not be allowed in any 
work place unless 
there is a separately 
ventilated room, 
regardless of the 
number of employees. 
Bingo halls that allow 
under 18 year olds to work 
or volunteer on the 
premises must prohibit 
smoking; and restaurants 
will be smoke free unless 
they opt to be adult only 
and prohibit anyone from 
under 18 entering their 
premises. 


The other part of the surprise 
for me on the smoking issue 
was the number of gay men 
(and a few lesbians) who 
contacted me and were 


adamantly opposed to 
banning smoking in 
restaurants. With the 


exception of the ‘Delwin 
Vriend’ decision no other 
issue has brought out so many 
readers of Times. 10 to contact 
me! It is intriguing when | 
compare the gay meccas of 
the west: Los Angeles, San 
Francisco, Vancouver and 
Victoria where smoking is 
banned in all restaurants, bars 
and lounges! (Vancouver is 
only restaurants). 


In trying to understand both 
the numbers and passion of 
gay men opposed, I wonder 
whether the following reasons 
might explain it. 


es 


Left over youth rebelliousness 
and that sense of being on the 
‘outside’, cool to smoke but not 
a good thing to do. 

Way to relax and relieve stress 
while avoiding reducing the 
causes for the stress; and, 
Social pressure (and maybe a 
little homophobia)—as a gay 
man [ am not as good as other 
men and I don’t deserve to be 
healthy. 


I have voted to ban smoking in 
restaurants, but I now realize 
that there is still a great deal of 
additional education to be done, 
especially with gay men.

Syphilis 
And Men 
Who Have 
Sex With 
Men 
(MSM) 


A brief summary of a 
recent outbreak of syphilis 
among MSM 


who use chat rooms and 
telephone personals.

In December, 2000, the 
Provincial STD Medical 
Consultant from Disease 
Control and Prevention of 
Alberta Health and Wellness, 
Dr. Ameeta Singh, has issued 
the following heads up to a 
new syphilis concern. 


In 1999 there were two cases 
of infectious syphilis reported 
in Alberta. Prior to these 
cases, there have been no 
locally acquired cases for 
many years. 


Since September 21, 2000, 
eight (8) cases of infectious 
syphilis have been reported 
from Calgary. Six (6) of these 
cases diagnosed _ since 
November 10. In January, 
2001, one case was reported 
in Edmonton. 


All cases are among men who 
have sex with men (MSM). At 
least four (4) cases have been 
linked to contact via an 
Internet chat room. The 
Edmonton case has been 
informally linked to one of the 
two Edmonton bathhouses. 
The individual “thinks” he 
may have been in contact with 
someone from Vancouver, but 
this has not been confirmed. 


Four (4) cases are also HIV 
co-infected. 


Edited from the Centre for 
Disease Control (CDC) 
website, here are the facts. 


What is Syphilis? 


Syphilis is a complex sexually 
transmitted disease (STD) 
caused by the bacterium 
Treponema Pallidum. \t has 
often been called the great 
imitator because so many of 
the signs and symptoms are 
indistinguishable from those 
of other diseases. Syphilis is 
passed from person to person 
through direct contact with a 
syphilis sore. Sores mainly 


occur on the external genitals, 
anus, or in the rectum and can 
occur on the lips and in the 
mouth. Transmission occurs 
during vaginal, anal, or oral 
sex. Syphilis cannot be 
spread by toilet seats, door 
knobs, swimming pools, hot 
tubs, bath tubs, shared 
clothing, or eating utensils. 


What are the signs and 
symptoms in Adults? 


The first signs can take from 10 
to 90 days but it usually takes 
around 21 days to five weeks to 
incubate. The first sign is a single 
sore, firm, round, small and 
painless and appears where the 
bacterium enters the body. It 
takes one to five weeks for the 
sore to disappear on its own. 


Untreated, the infection goes 
into a second stage that 
manifests in a rash on one or 
more areas of the skin, but the 
rash does not itch. The rash often 
appears as rough, “copper 
penny” spots on both the palms 
of the hands and the bottoms of 
the feet. The rash also may 
appear as a prickly heat rash, as 
small blotches or scales all over 
the body, as a bad case of old 
acne, as moist warts in the groin 
area, as slimy white patches in 
the mouth, as sunken dark circles 
the size of a nickel or dime, or 
as pus-filled bumps like chicken 
pox. Some of these signs on the 
skin look like symptoms of other 
diseases. Sometimes the rashes 
are so faint they are not noticed 
and typically last 2-6 weeks 
before clearing up on their own. 
In addition to rashes, second 
stage symptoms can include 
fever, swollen lymph glands, 
sore throat, patchy hair loss, 
headaches, weight loss, muscle 
aches, and tiredness. A person 
can easily pass the disease to 
sex partners when first or 
second stage signs or symptoms 
are present. 


The latent (hidden) stage of 
syphilis begins when the

Apparently lots of folks look for the word 
“co-dependent” on the web site. And then 
Michael called and asked about some of my 
thoughts on why so many folks in our 
community are so vociferous about their 
right to smoke in restaurants, bars, dances 
etc., and whether it might have something to 
do with self-hatred for being part ofa despised 
group. Me being me, | started to wonder 
about ways to accommodate both ... and 
found that maybe a link between the two isn’t 
as tenuous as some might think. 


First things first. Pop psychology is full of 
books and articles and television discussions 
about co-dependency, to the point where I 
can often tell when people have been looking 
at their situation from that perspective. 
Couples walk into my office and say “We are 
co-dependent and that is the only reason we 
are still together” or singles might say “I am 
co - dependent and will never have a healthy 
relationship.” It seems that they’ve fallen 
into the trap that lies underneath so much of 
that pop slash self-help stuff: yes it gives 
some peoplea place to start, a label to identify 
something nasty in their lives that is not 
working and which they don’t know how to 
change. But for most people, it simply 
becomes about feeling bad for not ‘doing life 
right’: feeling bad about not living up to other 
people’s ideals, or standards. 


In other words, it would seem that co- 
dependency has become a sort of catch-all 
term to describe a relationship that is not 
working the way that others think itshould ... 
and being in a place of thinking in terms of 
“should” isn’t, inmy experience, the healthiest 
place to be. 


But is there room beyond the pop psychology 
approach for another perspective? What if 
co-dependents are people who have learned 
that unless they behave in certain ways, there 
are dire consequences? This is a way of 
perceiving, reacting and acting that is learned 
when these people are kids - trying to please 
parents, for example, who were simply not 
edge As they grow, these kids become 


people who keep on trying to please, who 
become afraid to assert themselves because all 
that brings is more trouble, who continue to 
feel and behave this way in adult relationships 
despite the misery it brings them. 


To look at it another way: when we don’t have 
a strong sense of our “self”, of our own soul, 
we experience ourselves through others, as a 
reflection of others needs and wants. This, in 
turn, leads to the experience of “Since we 
don’t seem to have a self, we don’t matter, 
only others do”. And if our sense of selfcomes 
from others, it follows that our sense of safety 
and security depends on others as well. As a 
result, people who are truly co-dependent tend 
to believe that it’s bettér, for example, to have 
a rotten relationship than none at all. This 
perspective actively manifests in lots of ways 
...in the martyr, the rescuer, the super-busy 
person, etc. 


Further: the common thread in all these sorts 
of behaviours is that lots of people who’ve 
experienced being in this position talk about 
not being heard. Not being listened to, not 
knowing what they really think or feel, they 
tend to be terrified of being abandoned, and 
are often so afraid of changing the status quo 
that they are immobilized. It’s a fear that 
makes sense: if we are abandoned as a child, 
we will likely die. Pretty powerful motivation 
to please the parent who is supposed to be your 
safety and ensure your survival: and when you 
grow up with “co-dependent” needs, the fear 
of loss grows up with you. Eventually, in co- 
dependency, people learn that theirneeds don’t 
matter a damn: often it’s a struggle just to start 
learning that people might have real needs or 
feelings of their own, and that they are entitled 
to them, and that having them met as much as 
is possible and reasonable. 


The other side of the co-dependency equation 
is, of course, the person who needs to be 
needed. It may be for reasons of wanting to 
feel in charge, or in control; it may be for 
reasons ofhaving a self-image that rests, for its 
well being, on being important or essential to 
another person. It may be the end result of a 
long period of patterning and development in 
arelationship. But the bottom line on this side 
of the equation is, it seems, the same as that on 
the other side: using an unhealthy dependence 
on the actions/reactions/feelings of “the other 
person” to define the self. 


Ultimately, co-dependency is not unique to 


al 


our relationships. But what és unique is the 
fact that, given society’s continuing 
prejudices, in some ways “the other person” 
is one of the few validations of self many of 
us in this community can get. It’s often very 
easy, it seems, for us to fall into the trap of 
finally finding safety and respect in the arms 
of someone of our own gender. And then, 
because the sense of safety is so strong, all 
our ambitions, desires, hopes, and sense of 
identity become placed in the way that “other 
person” treats you. So you do your best to 
please him/her, and the cycle begins. 


So what, I hear you ask, is the connection 
with smoking? 


It may be that the common link is habit, 
about not knowing any other way to behave. 
If that’s the case, then the habit of co- 
dependency might need to be treated in the 
same way as any other habit. By finding 
something else to say “yes” to, as opposed to 
saying only “no” (i.e. choosing health over 
ill health), and by seeking out good, solid 
ways of changing behaviour. 


It may also be that the actions of individuals 
in a co-dependent relationship are similar, 
in some ways, to the actions of those who 
smoke, in that such behaviours are ways of 
managing anxiety and/or depression and/or 
insecurity. Under those circumstances, then, 
the process becomes about working through 
the anxiety and, through that, eliminating 
the behaviours. 


But ultimately, in all these scenarios it may 
also be that the denial ofahealthy emotional 
being that often exists in co-dependent 
relationships comes from the same source as 
the denial of a healthy physical being (i.e. 
the drive to smoke). That source might well 
be an undefined or undeveloped sense of 
self worth. In that sense, perhaps Michael is 
on to something with his theory about our 
insistence upon our right to smoke being 
connected to self-hatred. Which means that 
we have to find ways to grow past all the 
negative messages we send ourselves, re- 
orient our focus onto our good qualities and 
our strengths, and move into a place where 
emotional and physical self-respect and self- 
reverence become our real definers.

secondary symptoms 
disappear. If the infected 
person has not received 
treatment, he/she still has 
syphilis even though there are 
no signs or symptoms. The 
bacterium remains in the body 
and begins to damage the 
internal organs, including the 
brain, nerves, eyes, heart, blood 
vessels, liver, bones, and joints. 
In about one-third of untreated 
persons, this internal damage 
shows up many years later in 
the late, or tertiary, stage of 
syphilis. 


Late stage signs and symptoms 
include not being able to 
coordinate muscle movements, 
paralysis, no longer feeling 


pain, gradual blindness, 
dementia (madness) or other 
personality changes, 


impotency, shooting pains, 
blockage or ballooning of the 
heart vessels, tumors or 


“summas” on the skin, bones, 
liver, or other organs, severe 
pain in the belly, repeated 
vomiting, damage to knee 
joints, and deep sores on the 
soles of the feet or toes. This 
damage may be serious enough 
to cause death. 


Syphilis and HIV. 


It is now known that the genital 
sores caused by syphilis in 
adults also make it easier to 
transmit and acquire HIV 
infection sexually. There is a 
2- to 5-fold increased risk of 
acquiring HIV _ infection 
when syphilis is present. 


Treatment for Syphilis. 


Early treatment for syphilis, 
that is treatment that has taken 
place within the first year, is a 
single dose shot of penicillin. 
More doses are needed to cure 
someone who has had it for 
longer than a year. There are no 
home remedies or over-the- 
counter drugs that cure syphilis. 


Lunch & Dinner 


Penicillin treatment will kill 
the syphilis bacterium and 
prevent further damage, but it 
will not repair any damage 
already done. Persons who 
receive syphilis treatment must 
abstain from sexual contact 
with new partners until the 
syphilis sores are completely 
healed. Persons with syphilis 
must notify their sex partners 
so that they also can receive 
treatment 


Having syphilis once does not 
protect an individual from 
getting it again. The antibodies 
used to combat syphilis only 
last a short time after the 
infection has been cured. 
Further infection is possible if 
protection is not used.

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While we have stated that 
vulnerability to HIV 
transmission is low in oral sex, 
we are seeing that the 
incidence of = syphilis 
transmission remains a danger, 
as with other STDs. If you and 
your partner are monogamous 
and are not having sex with 
anyone else, then there isn’t a 
chance of either syphilis or 
HIV transmission. If, however, 
you and/or your partner are 
engaging, sexually, with 
multiple partners, it is 
recommended that you take the 
precaution of wearing a 
condom, even for oral sex. 
Protect your loved ones, 
protect yourself.

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Tax Planning for 2000 and Beyond 


A lot of tax changes happened in 2000 - most of them for the better. In this article, I will highlight a few of the recent changes that may 
have an impact on some readers and how they could affect how you manage your tax and financial affairs. 

Federal Tax Credits 

Several tax credits, including the disability credit, the caregiver credit and the education tax credit will be increased in 2001. The 
current amounts and the amounts for 2001 are as follows: 


2000 2001 
Disability credit amount 4,293 6,000 
Caregiver credit amount 2,356 3,500 
Education (per month - full time student) 200 400 
(per month - part time student) 60 120 


While most people are aware of these credits and whether they qualify, I have encountered several people looking after elderly or disabled 
relatives who qualify for the caregiver credit, but who were not aware of this tax credit. In addition, there have been periodic minor changes 
to the rules for the disability tax credit. For instance, after October 17, 2000, speech language pathologists can certify severe and prolonged 
speech impairments for the purpose of this tax credit. 

Common Law Partners 

For 2001, same-sex partners will be considered common law partners for tax purposes if, during the year, they are living together in a conjugal 
relationship for a continuous period of at least one-year. For 2000, same-sex partners that meet this condition may choose to be treated as 
common law partners for tax purposes. If you are considered common law partners, you may be entitled to claim a spousal/common law 
partner credit amount ifyour partner is low income. As there may be some other advantages or disadvantages to filing as common law partners, 
anyone considering this for 2000 may want to consult a professional advisor to see if this is beneficial overall. 

Capital Gains 

Capital gains often arise from the sale of property or investments (ex. stocks or certain mutual funds). In its October 18, 2000 mini budget, 
the federal government announced that the portion of capital gains that would have be included in net income would be reduced to 50% 
(effective for capital gains realized after October 17, 2000). Previously, the portion was 66 2/3% (this was reduced from 75% effective 
February 28, 2000). For example, if on October 18, 2000 you sold an investment for $150 that originally cost $50, your capital gain would 
be $100. Of that $100, only $50 would be included in your net income. On that $50 you would pay tax at the tax rate that applied to you 
(from approximately 25% to 44% depending on your level of income). From a tax point of view, there is a now a fairly significant advantage 
to choosing investments, outside of your RRSP, that generate capital 
gains instead of interest income. Ofcourse taxes are not the only thing 


to be considered. For instance, 
from an investment perspective, 
investments that have the 
potential to generate capital gains 
often have morerisk - this should 
also be considered and discussed 
with your investment advisor. 
Also, with all the changes in 
rates for capital gains, the 2000 
tax calculations for people who 
have capital gains or losses in 
different parts of the year will be 
more complex and you may want 
to consult a professional advisor. 


Employment Equity 

In 2000, many current and 
former federal public servants 
received pay equity settlements. 
All payments are taxable and the 
recipients must report this 
income on their 2000 income 
tax returns. While all recipients 
likely have already had some tax 
withheld on these payments, 
former government workers and 
pensioners will generally have 
had tax withheld at alow rate. If 
these individuals have other 
Fe REE: pension income, 


they may have to pay additional 
tax when they file their 2000 
personal tax returns. 


One strategy those recipients 69 
or under in 2001, who may have 
to pay additional tax, may want 
to consider is contributing to their 
Registered Retirement Savings 
Plans (depending on their RRSP 
contribution limits for 2000). 
Depending on the amount 
contributed to an RRSP this may 
reduce or offset tax on the 
employment equity payments. 
The RRSP contribution would 
need to be made on or before 
March I, 2001, to be deductible 
for 2000.

I swallowed 
them whole, adhering 
fanatically—albeit 
temporarily—to each new 
cure. The words of wisdom 
became an undigested 
lump of not self inside me. 


I thoughtthat alll had to do 
was be who these wise 
writers said I should. Then 
I would be healed; then I 
would be happy.

Further experience 
deepened my awareness; 
Gestalt Therapy’s 


‘paradoxical theory of 
change’ was an eye- 
opener. The principle is 
this: authentic change 
comes not when | attempt 
to be someone or 
something I’m not, but 
through becoming fully 
who and what I am. 
Change and growth occurs 
naturally when I accept and 
inhabit myself. An 
empowering slogan of the 
recovery movement, too, 
was enlightening: “Take 
what you need, and leave 
the rest.” These were 
invitations for me: 
encouragement to chew. 


Push came to shove in my 
life; through a series of 
crises I chose deeper 
healing paths: less about 
self-improvement and 
more about  self- 
expression. I learned how 
to cry and taste anger, 
again; | experimented with 
what it meant to be truly, 
fabulously vulnerable to 
other people. As I 
embracedw the icky 
feelings, neurotic knots 
and relationship foibles I’d 
long sought to eradicate, 
creativity and healing 
began to sprout. 


As I risked a fuller 
identification with my 
actual, visceral states, I 
began to read with 
curiosity rather than 


desperation. I began to 
assimilate that which fit into 
my life’s unfolding story. 
Awareness fosters 
acceptance; acceptance 
opens up inventive, healing 
possibilities. 


This process of ‘chewing’ 
rather than ‘swallowing 
whole’ spread into other 
points of contact with the 
world. Steeped in what I 
have to offer and what I 
need, I can be less 
intimidated or defensive in 
relationships. I become 
teachable; receptivity 
signifies abundance rather 
than lack. 


When I identify completely 
with what I’m thinking and 
feeling and remembering 
and avoiding, energy frees 
up within. Possibilities 
emerge spontaneously. 
Chewable nuggets of insight 
from books and therapy and 
friends and lovers and 
family get in, mediated 
through my shape-shifting 
self. 


Self-invention and self- 
awareness are two sides of 
life’s enigmatic coin: both 
processes hinge on 
authentic contact with ideas 
and with real-live people. 
Selfhood might just be a 
fluid process, a fabulous 
flux. You and I: sparks of 
possibility ignited within 
and between us.

“I may be gone, but | hope I’m 
not forgotten. Remember me.” 
By Robbie Kirkland 


On Jan. 2, 1997, my darling 
14-year-old son, Robbie 
Kirkland committed suicide 
after a 4-year struggle to 
accept and find peace with his 
homosexuality. 


Our family loved, supported, 
and accepted him but could 
not protect him from the 
rejection 
aye sd 
harassment 
h e 
experienced 
at his

homosexuality. 

Robbie, my only son, was a 
very special and loving 
person. He was kind and 
sensitive with a witty sense of 
humor. He loved writing and 
had dreams of being a writer. 


At an early age Robbie was 
teased and harassed because 
he was noticeably different 
from the other boys. 

Robbie was soft spoken, 
gentle, creative, and disliked 
sports. Robbie made many 
efforts to fit in with the other 
boys such as participating in 
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Confirmation Day May 1996 Robbe's 


sports and pretending to have 
crushes on girls. It wasn’t 
enough. He wasstill perceived 
as gay and encountered teasing 
and harassment, usually out 
of the teacher’s view. Over a 
period of time, the effects of 
homophobia, he encountered 
at school, left him feeling 
ashamed, isolated, and 
insecure. He was not happy to 
be gay, knowing how much 
his Catholic schoolmates, 
society, and the Catholic 
doctrine rejected 
homosexuality. 


The Internet played both a 
positive and a negative role in 
Robbie’s pained life. I have 
very mixed and bittersweet 
feelings towards the Internet. 
Overall, I would say that it 
was more of a positive 
resource for Robbie than a 
negative, despite the dangers 
he encountered. When we 
signed 
on to 
AOL in 
Jan. of 
1996, 1 
yoo ar 
before 
biti is 
suicide, 
he was 
ecstatic. 
We did 
not yet know that he was gay. 
We warned him of the many 
dangers on line such as sexual 
predators and pornographic 
sites, and he reassured us that 
he was too smart for something 
like that and would use 
extreme caution on line. Since 
he had always been very 
responsible and trustworthy 
we did not closely monitor 
him. His joy and eagerness to 
go on line warmed my heart. 
He said that he was talking to 
friends in teen chat rooms, 
playing games, and obtaining 
information for schoolwork. 
We restricted his time online 
because AOL was charging 


an hourly rate in those days. When the first bill arrived we were 
shocked to see how much he had disobeyed us. He apologized, 
saying how easy it was to lose track of time and to accumulate 
time waiting for sites to download and writing email. We 
restricted and supervised his time more closely. During the 
second month of on line service, my husband found some files 
of gay pornography, which Robbie tearfully apologized for 
telling us that someone threatened to blackmail him if he did 
not save the pictures for him. He was very frightened and 
sincere. We asked him if he was gay and reassured him of our 
love, support, and acceptance. He vehemently denied it, 
repeating that he only had the pictures because he was afraid

ofthis man’s threats. We believed him, although 
we did still suspect that he might be gay. A few 
weeks later, he ran away from our Cleveland 
home to Chicago, by bus, to meet a man he had 
befriended on line. This was so uncharacteristic 
of him because he was not street smart and had 
been protected and sheltered all of his life. 
When I realized that he was gone, 


I had visions of him dead or forced into a life 
of teen prostitution or pornography. | just 
knew that he went to someone he had met on 
line. When he arrived in Chicago, he got 
scared and realized that he had made a mistake. 
A homeless man helped him find a policeman 
to turn himself in. I was called at 3AM after 
what | thought was the worst day of my entire 
life, little did 1 know what the future held. I was 
relieved and thankful to God to hear that Robbie 
was safe. We found this person’s pager number 
with Robbie’s belongings. His father, who is 
an FBI agent, investigated the number but it 
was not working. We immediately took Robbie 
to acounselor, who with Robbie’s permission, 
confirmed our suspicions that he was gay. 


Once again we reassured him of our love, 
Support, and acceptance. We, of course, 
canceled our AOL account. 

We had found a suicide note while he was 
gone. Around the time we found the gay porno 
pictures, he had attempted suicide by taking a 
bottle of Tylenol, which he vomited a few 
hours later. In the note he wrote “I fear for my 
life” and “I fear on line.” I believe this is a 
reference to the man blackmailing him and 
other sexual predators that he encountered on 
line. In the ensuing last 9 months of Robbie’s 
life, he would make a few successful attempts 
to go back on line without our permission or 
knowledge. It was obvious that despite his 
negative experiences on line, he found many 
positive resources through the Internet. 


The Internet was a very important lifeline for 
Robbie. Because he was so closeted with our 
family and his friends, it provided him a safe 
place to be out and meet others like him. What 
a heartwarming feeling it must have been for 
him to connect with other teens that were gay. 
Due to being closeted, he did not know that 
there were other teens experiencing the same 
range of emotions as him. On line he also 
found gay websites, gay chat rooms, and a 
wealth of gay related resources. After his 
death, | met several gay males who had

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befriended him on line. They 
told me that he was very funny, 
entertaining, and a creative 
writer. He shared how 
unhappy he was to be gay and 
the difficulties he faced as a 
closeted gay youth at school. 
Of course, | am touched to 
know that others tried to help 
him and offered him 
friendship and support. 


I am sure that he was also 
looking for romance on line. 
Being closeted restricted him 
from the normal adolescent 
experience of dating and 
romance. On line has many 
youth in the same predicament 
but unfortunately it also has 
sexual predators posing as 
innocent youth. By running 
away to Chicago, he was 


expecting to connect with 
someone who loved him and 
was offering him an escape from 
his pain and_ isolation. 
Fortunately, he realized the 
danger before he arrived. He 
also had another encounter with 
a sexual predator from 
Pennsylvania. The man sent 
him a gay porno videotape and 
asked him to send him a video 
of him naked in return. I found 
the movie the man had sent and 
the envelope he had sent it in. 
Robbie had no intention of 
doing as the man asked but was 
fearful thatthe man would come 
after him because he had our 
address. Robbie’s father 
informed the local FBI office 
and police ofthis man’s address 
and actions. It turned out that 
this individual was ahigh school 
guidance counselor. 


Another negative aspect of the 
Internet is that it exposes gay 
youth to hard-core pornography 
and unhealthy views of the gay 
community. It gives the 
impression that being gay is all 


about sex. Adolescence isatime 
ofraging hormones so gay youth 
can’t help but be curious and 
gravitate to on line pornography. 
Despite the dangers that Robbie 
encountered, I still believe that 
the Internet is a wonderful 
resource for gay youth. 
Obviously, parents should 
closely monitor and supervise 
their children on line and put a 
block on pornography sites. 
Educating them about the 
dangers as well as the variety of 
resources the Internet offers is 
paramount. It is important to 
establish an ongoing dialogue 
with your child about the 
Internet. Of course monitoring 
a gay youth that is not out to his/ 
her family will inhibit him/her 
from going to gay websites, for 
fear of discovery by his/her 
family. I regret that I prohibited 
Robbie from the one place that 
he did not have to be closeted, 
where people accepted him for 
who he was, and shared his pain 
and struggle. 


The irony of all this is that I now

depend on the Internet to keep 
current on gay news and connect 
with other activists. 

Several newspaper articles about 
Robbie’s struggle are posted at 
various websites. 


] am sure that Robbie is touched 
that his story is on the medium, 
which he so loved. Now others 
like him might read it and see 
hope, knowing that they are not 
alone in their struggle and try to 
get help instead of giving up on 
life like Robbie did. I am 
thankful that the Internet was 
there for Robbie in many positive 
ways, but I am especially 
thankful because without the 
Internet we never would have 
found out that Robbie was gay. 
The thought that he might have 
died without us ever having the 
chance to reassure him of our 
love, support, and acceptance 
ofhis homosexuality would have 
been even harder for me to live 
with.
